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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims under 35 USC 102(b) and 103(a) on record will not be 
maintained. Applicant has amended claims to overcome the rejections on record. 
Applicants have amended claims such that R12 must be a branched aliphatic chain. 
Note the rejections of record recite a method comprising 2,4-D, which is not 
encompassed by the instant definition of R1 2. 

II. Objection to claims 1 1 and 18 will not be maintained. See I above for 
explanation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,11,15,17,21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Lischewski et al (DD 121263; 7/20/76). Lischewski teaches the plant growth 
regulator, cpmpa. It is inherent to apply the plant growth regulator (cpmpa) onto plants. 
It is inherent that the application of cpmpa onto plants would induce isoflavone 
production as well as induce disease resistance in the plants. See abstract. 

Claim Objection /Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16,18-20,23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
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limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 12 and 14 are 
allowable. The prior art does not disclose the limitations of these claims.
